Three persons are known to

lost their lives, and it is feared that 
others may have perished in a lire 
which originated in the w^holesale 
toy and fireworks establishment of 
McCadden Bros., 619 Market street, 
about 11 o'clock today. 


The bodies of three persons 
who 
were burned to death are so 
badly 
charred that even the sex can not 
be learned. 
There were about one 
hundred persons employed in 
the 
McCadden store and nearly all man- 
aged to make their escape before the 
flames reached the upper floors. 


The killed are : 
Mi.ss Kalwell, typewriter for Mc- 
Cadden Bros. 


W m McCadden, a brother of the 
members of the firm. 


Michael Quinn, an employe. 
Three other persons are 
missing, 
the engineer, the firman and a por- 
ter. 


The fire originated 
from an 
ex- 
plo.sion of fire works. 


The three bodies were found on 
the second floor of the burned struc- 
ture. 
On account of the inflamma- 
ble nature of the contents, 
the big 
six-story structure was a mass of 
flames in less than half an hour. 


The fire spread quickly to the 
building on the east occupied by the 
Reading Hardware 
company, 
and 
the big building on the west occu- 
pied jointly by the National 
Wall 
Paper company and the Brainerd & 
Armstrong 
Spool Silk 
company. 
The lire department 
sent in four 
alarms in about an hour the fire 
was gotten under control. 


The McCadden building was com- 
pletely destroj'-ed and the other two 
were l)adly damaged. 
The entire 
stock of the wall paper company 
and t h e Brainerd 
& 
Armstrong 
Spool Silk company 
is 
rendered 
worthless by smoke and water. 


The damage to the stock of the 
Reading Hardware company is nom- 
inal but the loss of the 
building 
amounts to about $50,000. 
The fire 
is supposed to have originated on 
the second floor of the McCadden 
Bros, building. 
The 
flames 
leaped 
(luickly to the upper floors, cutting 
off the escape of the employes 
in 
the upper portion of the building in 
less than five minutes. 
There was 
a wild rush 
for the elevator and 
stairways and it is thought that not 
more than six people at the outside 
and possibly only the three whose 
bodies have already been recovered 
lost their lives. 
The total loss will 
reach about $500,000, well covered 
by insurance. 


MADRID, May 11.—Noon.—A seri- 
ous riot has taken place at Logroño,

SOLDIERS LEAVING 


CHICKAMAUGA CAMP. 


CHIOKAMAUOA, Tenn., May. 11.— 
Camp George H. Thomas, at Chick- 
am iuga Park, is rapidly undergoing 
demolition. 


At daybreak, this morning, the 
work of breaking camp was begun 
by a number 
of the regiments and 
in a few hours thereafter, places 
which have been coverei with white 
tents for some time were again 
vacant and deserted. 


Officers and men of all regiments 


now remaining are giving their at- 
tention to the prepiirations for de- 
parture and the regular routine of 
camp life has been entirely sus])end- 
ed with. 


The first troops out were those of 
the Third cavalry, they were load-

Evidently there is to be no way out 
of accepting General Correa's invi- 
tation.

W I T H I N the next ten days there 
will have been landed on the soil of 
Cuba an American army of about 
60,000 soldiers. 
The movement of 
troops to gulf ports for embarkation 
has already begun and it will con- 
tinue with all dispatch that trans 
portation facilities of southern rail 
ways will afford. 
General Miles 
commander-in-chief of the army 
will lead the expedition in person 
and an aggressive campaign will be 
inaugurated 
against 
General 
Blanco's forces. 
The soldiers of the 
Cuban republic will co-operate with 
the United States forces. 
The pro- 
gram seems to be to first concen- 
trate an overwhelming 
force in 
Cuba. 
Admiral Sampson is either 
to reduce San Juan, Porto Rico, at 
once or abandon that plan for the 
present, and move his heavy squad- 
ron back to Cuban waters and in- 
vest Blanco's forts in the environs 
of Havana. 
The sea attack on the 
Cuban capital will be made simul- 
taneously with an assault by land 
and the capitulation of the city forc- 
ed as soon as a heavy bombardment 
can 
compel it. 
The Spanish 
forces in Cul^a will de captured, cut 
to pieces or driven into the sea, and 
it will be for General Blanco to elect 
which style of thrashing he pre- 
fers. 
This is war. 
It is what the 
peox)le of the United States have 
been clamoring for and waiting for. 
It looks to a speedy e n d of t h e war. 
With the main body of t h e Spanish 
force 
locked up in Havana and 
vicinity the issue of attack c a n 
ensue but one way. 
There will be 
no opportunity for the Spaniards to 
abandon Havana and take to the 
hills 
there to wage a prolonged 
and annoying 
guerilla 
warfare. 
They cannot leave Havana. 
There 
is nothing in the island for the 
Spanish army to subsist upon even 
if it should escape from the fortifica- 
tions soon to be beleaguered by land 
and sea. 
Should 
Havana's de- 
fenses be strong enough to resist at- 
tack for a time, though it is believed 
they are not, an enemy within will 
betray Blanco. 
That enemy is 
hunger. 
Havana besieged would 
soon become the throne of famine. 
Real hostilities are beginning. 
In a 
few weeks Cuba Libre will be a 
reality as large and substantial as 
the island itself.

The new city conncil last evening 
held its first meeting and every 
member was present. 
Superinten- 
dent of Parks Goers had arranged 
beautiful plants about the chamber 
and on the desks of some of the 
councilmen, making the room pre- 
sent a perfect bower qf beauty. He 
also presented each councilmen with 
a handsome boutpnneire. 
Some of 
the new members found handsome 
bouquets on their desks with the 
compliments of friends. 
Mayor 
Scherer did not <^lay .but called, tl^e 
council to order at 7:4|D. Be im- 
media4;el,y^ proceeded to read his an- 
nual message which is as follows : 


G E N T L E M E N :—I indeed 
welcome 
the opportunity to preside over this 
newly elected council for the com- 
ing three years, and I likewise take 
advantage of the occasion to say to 
you as the representatives of the 
different wards of the city, that I 
heartily appreciate the popular en- 
dorsement that the people gave to 
the administration that has just 
come to a close, and I thank them 
for it. We can only judge of the 
opinions of the people by their acts, 
and if they had not been satisfied 
with the policy of the administra- 
tion a different result would have 
been registered at the polls. 
While 
this is true, I do not lose sight of 
the fact that the party that has 
elected me has pledged to the peo- 
ple good government, and as far as 
I am able I shall conscientiously 
carry out the pledge. 


That I have erred in the past, I 
do not hesitate to admit, but I 
assure you that it was my aim at all 
times to govern in a way that 
would increase the growth of our 
city. 


Th.is election has done another 
thing aside from returning me to 
office—it has placed in charge of city 
affairs fourteen new councilmen, to- 
gether with six old members. You 
have been elected by the people to 
represent them and much will be 
expected of you. 
You constitute 
the legislative department of the 
city, and to you the people will look 
for the enactment of such ordi- 
nances as the public interest may 
demand. 
If you expect to please 
everybody, abandon 
that 
hope. 
There is no legislation but what, if 
enforced, becomes a burden 
upon 
some one, and those will criticise 
your acts. 
Much will be expected 
of me, and hence the necessity of 
working in harmony together, show- 
ing favors to none and treating all 
alike. 
When we have done this we 
have no reasons to fear the conse- 
quences. 


Fort Wayne is no longer a village 
but a metropolitan city. Go where 
you may and you need not be afraid 
to say that you are a citizen of Fort 
Wayne. 
It is the third city in the 
state and its commercial advantages 
are second to none. 
Our people are 
hospitable, generous and progressive 
and all are interested in the pros- 
perity of the city. 


Many improvements are under 
way at the present time and many 
more are contemplated. 
There are 
new streets and sewers petitioned 
for, and the same should be con- 
structed as soon as the finances of 
the city will permit.

finances will permit. 


I admonish you to study these 
public questions with considerable 
care, and in the adjustment of 
them, exercise your best judgment 
in all matters. 


As mayor, it is my duty, as far as 
this body is concerned, to preside 
fairly and impartially and that I 
promise to do. 
My hope is that we

serve the people and that our stay 
here as ijublic servants may be 
pleasant and agreeable.

This afternoon a most creditable 
patriotic demonstration took place 
on Fairfíeia avenue. 
It was the 
hoisting of an immense American 
flag upon the big pole ere< 13d by the 
Wabash near Master Mechanic C. 
H. Doebler's officje. 


The Maccabee band was there, 
discoursing national airs, and Hon. 
J. M. Barrett delivered an oration 
when "Old Glory" was flung to the 
breeze. 


The shops were closed and 
the 
shopmen, with their families and 
neighbors, were there, showing by 
their enthusiasm the interest they 
felt in the patriotic 
proCeôdingâ. 
The flag is said to be the largest 
ever hoisted in the state. 


It 
was 
purchased 
with 
the 
money 
contributed 
by the 
em- 
ployes of the company at this point. 
The pole was furnished and raised 
at the expense of the company. 
It 
was erected at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning by the bridge 
carpenters. 


Mr. Barrett spoke as follows : 


" M Y 
F E L L O W 
C I T I Z E N S : — I 
c o n - 
gratulate the officers and employes 
of the Wabash 
railroad on this 
splendid exhibition of their loyalty 
to their country and their devotion 
to its flag. The length and strength 
of this pole and the magnificent pro- 
portions of this flag—the largest in 
the state, I believe—are symbolic 
of the strength of the loyalty of 
the 
American 
working-men 
to 
the American republic aud its free 
institutions. 
When I speak of 
American citizens I include both the 
native born and every man 
of 
foreign birth who, induced by the 
blessings of a free government, has 
cast his lot among us to be a part of 
us. 
The adopted citizens of the 
United States have heretofore at- 
tested their Loyalty and sealed their 
devotion to their adopted country 
by their blood upon many a j^hard 
fought battle field to defend the 
honorand maintain the perpetuity ot 
the best government on earth. 


"May this patriotic example, set 
by the officers and employes of the 
Wabash railroad today, be imitated 
by every railroad, every shop and 
every factory in the land as a re- 
minder, and if need be as a warning, 
to every despotic monarchy in the 
world that the brain, and brawn 
and sinew of the American work- 
ingmen 
are behind 'Old Glory, ' 
willing at all times and under all 
circumstances to defend its every 
stripe and every star with their for- 
tunes and with their lives. 
With 
the workingmen of this great and 
glorious country united as they are 
today for the defense of our flag, no 
nation on earth will dare invade us. 


"The cruel Spaniards have been 
driven out of 
Germany, 
out of 
France and out of Holland, and it is | 
now our solemn duty to drive them 
from the western continent. 


"The history of Spanish rule in 
Cuba, that 'bright pearl of the An- 
tilles, ' is a record of four hundred 
years of cruelty, plunder, robbery, 
starvation and butchery. 


"During tbe past 
three years 
more than 200,000 innocent 
women 
and children have fallen victims in 
Cuba to Si>anish cruelty and Span- 
ish brutality. 


' 'But the crowning act of Spanish 
treachery and brutality was the de- 
struction of our gallant ship, . the 
Maine, and 2G6 brave sailors, while 
on a friendly visit to a supposedly 
peaceful harbor. 


•For three years the government 
at Washington, 
with patienc-e and 
fortitude, 
vainly tried by all the 
arts of diplomacy to secure relief 
and freedom for the 
unfortunate 
and opijressed people of Cuba, and 
peaceful efforts failing the presi- 
dent and congress of the United 
States finally decided to refer the 
matters in 
dispute to the 
final 
arbiter among nations, 
the stern 
arbitrirnent of war. 


"Never has there been a more 
righteous war, and never has war 
been declared in a more worthy 
cause. 
We war not for gain, not

Hereafter, when the 
achievements of the great naval 
commanders shall be written, it 
will be found that the quiet, modest 
American, the brave Dewey, leads 
all the rest. 
He takes his rank 
with Nelson and Decatur, with Far- 
ragut and Paul Jones, but he stands 
foremost in the rank. 


' 'Under cover of darkness and the 
sleep of the indolent Spaniard, he 
boldly sailed: over the mines and 
torpedoes in the narrow channel, 
passed the heavy guns of Corregi- 
dor, up Manila bay i-ight under the 
protecting guns of Ga vito and Ma- 
nila he met the entire 
Spanish 
squadron at break of day. 
Before 
the sun had reacbod its meridan, he 
destroyed the Spani.-h fleet, killing 
nearly 1,000 Spaniards and wound- 
ing many more, silenced the bat- 
teries at Manila and Gavite, jilanted 
'Old Glory' on the Island of Luzon, 
and all without the loss of a single 
ship or a single man.

The Xninber of Rejections is HeavT and 
Physicians Declare Cigarette Smok- 
ing It* the Cause. 


W A S H I N G T O N , May 10.—President 
McKiiiley and Secretary Alger are 
not weft pleased with the progress, 
or rather the lack of progress, which 
has been made in raising the volun- 
teer army. 
The president's call for 
125,000 volunteers was issued April 
25, and up to today only 23,000 had 
been mustered into service under 
the call. 
At this rate it will be six 
weeks before the full complement 
of troops called for by Mr. McKin- 
ley is ready. 
Army officials say 
they are not responsible for the de- 
lay in this matter. 


Under the call preference 
was 
given to the members of the na- 
tional guard in tbe various states. 
In most of the states the organized 
militia exceeded the quota asked 
for. 
Only two mustering officers 
could be assigned to each state and 
their progress was necessarily slow. 
But they have been badly handi- 
capped by the enormous percentage 
of rejections. 
Before a man can en- 
list in the United States army he 
must pass a rigid medical examina- 
tion. 
Tbere are two reasons why 
stout, able-bodied men are preferred 
to any other kind. 


In the first place they make bet- 
ter soldiers and in the second place 
not many of them get their names 
on the pension rolls. 
It is claimed 
that the rejections in the national 
guard will average 35 per cent. 
In 
no state have they fallen below 20 
per cent, and in one state they ran 
as high as 05 per cent. 
Putting the 
average at 35 per cent it has been 
necessary to examine more than 30, - 
000 men in order to secure 23,000 
qualified recruits. 


The largo number of rejections 
has caused much comment in the 
aimy medical corps, and some of 
the 
physicians believe that th e 
American race is deteriorating. 


However, 
the 
physicians 
who 
have actually conducted the exam- 
inations say that outside of the ranks 
of cigarette smokers there are even 
fewer rejections than there were in 
the days of the civil war. 
Among 
habitual users of cigarettes the re- 
jections are about 90 per cent. 
Dr. 
Benjamin King, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
who acted as an examining surgeon 
during the years of IS61-63, in the 
states of New York, 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Indiana, 
says that the 
average rejections 
during 
those 
years did not exceed 13 per cent. 
He attributes the large increase al- 
most entirely to the cigarette habit. 


' 'I have been inspecting the papers 
in a number of cases under the pre- 
sent recruiting act," said Dr. King 
today, "and I observe that most of 
the men who failed to pass the 
medical examination 
have weak 
iiearts or lack the vitality necessary 
to make a good soldier. 
Of course 
a great many soldiers of tbe state 
guard are occupied with sedentary 
pursuits in civil life, many of them 
doing clerical work, and it is only 
natural that they" should be less 
vigorous than the young 
fellows 
who work on the farms. But it cer- 
tainly does not speak well for the 
young men of our cities when 35 per 
cent, of them are unable to pass 
muster for the army. 
I had expect- 
ed that the percentage of rejections 
would be greater now than in 1861, 
but I did not dream for a moment 
that it would be almost three times 
as great. The examining physicians 
with whom I have talked have gen- 
erally told me that the excess of re- 
jections is due to the large number 
of young men applying for enlist- 
ment who have become victims of 
the cigarette habit."

M A D R I D , May 11.—The chamber 
(lower honse) had a prolonged sit- 
ting last evening, with a view of 
Xiasaing the current political meas- 
ures giving the government author- 
ity to procure fun&da to continue tbe 
war. 
Senor Salmerón, the repub- 
lican leader, alluded to the rumors 
of the queen regents abdication, and 
declared that the republicans were 
ready to form a government 
forth- 
with. ^His remarks evoked a storm 
of 
protests, and Senor Salmerón 
was unable to procéed for fully ten 
minutes. Monarchists and repub- 
licans shrieked at each other and 
bandied threats. 


The president's voice was com- 
pletely drowned. 
When he finally 
obtained a hearing the president. 
Marquis Vega de Armijo, requested 
Senor Salmerón to withdraw the 
calumny. 
Senor Salmerón refused, 
whereupon the president 
named 
him and threatened to name him 
thrice if he continued his attacks 
upon the throne. 
As a result of 
this caution and of the persistent 
monarchist 
interruptions, 
Senor 
Salmerón was compelled to desist. 


Senor Sagasta, the premier, then 
rose and declared that any one try- 
ing to sow disunion among Span- 
iards when the nation was engaged 
in an international struggle was un- 
worthy of the name of Spaniard. 


Senor Salmerón shouted : "I am a 
good Spaniard. ' ' 


This 
exclamation was 
greeted 
with monarchist shouts of "No, no ! 
Out with him !" 


Senor Sagasta appealed to the 
patriotism of the members, 
and 
prayed the house to vote the '-funds 
so necessary to conduct the war. ' ' 
His appeal was greeted with the 
general cry : "We will vote immedi- 
ately. " 


Senor Sil vela, leader of the dis- 
sident consevatives, said his party 
would abstain from further discus- 
sion, and was ready to vote the 
urgent war funds immediately, but 
he claimed the right to debate the 
other budget as such measures. 


The government intends to insist 
that the cortes sit continuously until 
the war measures are adopted. 
The 
minister of finance, Senor Puigcer- 
ver, declares lliat until tlio credits 
are voted it is imijossible to meet 
the demands for ammunition and 
revisions for Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Balearic islands and the 
Canary 
islands, or to obtain the necessary 
stocks of coal. 
Captain General 
Blanco has cabled an urgent request 
for considerable supplies of provi- 
sions, which the government cannot 
dispatch until the cortes has voted 
the war measures. 


The authorities here are greatly 
concerned about the provisions for 
this city.
